Cedicion of thofe People, whom I am forc’d, for 
want of other Phrafes, ro call the Ruin'd Party. They 
have taken up finde their Fall, fome real, and fome 
ed Hopes. When the E. of S——~d was 
difcarded, they hoped Her M————— would proceed 
no fatther in the Change of Her Miniftry, and had 
the Infolence to mifreprefent Her Words to Foreign 
States. They ped, no Body durft advife the Diffo- 
lution of the Parliament: When this was done, and 
further Alterations made at Court, they boped and en- 
deavour’d: to ruin the Credit of the Nation. The 
likewife hoped that. we thould-have fome terrible L 
abroad, which would force us to unravel all, and 
begin again upon their Bottom, Bur, of all their 
Hopes, whether real or affum'd, there is none more 
inary than that which they now would feem 
ro place their whole Confidence in’: That this — 
‘Turn of Affairs was only occafion’d by a fhore Mad- 
nefs of the People, from which they will recover in 
a little time, when their Fyes are open, and they 
ow cool and fober eneugh to confider the Trath of 
ings, and how much they have been deceived, It 
is Hor improbable, thar fome few of the ft fight- 
ed among thefe Reafoners, are well enough convinc'd 
how vain all fuch Hopes muft be: But for the reft, 
the wifeft of them feem to have been very ill es 
of the Peoples Difpofitions, rhe want of which Know- 
ledge was a principal Occafion to haften their Ruin ; 
for furely had they fufpected which way the popular 
Current inclined, they never would have run againft 
it by that achment. 1 therefore conclude, they 


—— are {o blind, as to imagine fome 

rom this fantaftical Opinion, that the P. of Eng- 
land are at nt dif ; bur will y come 
to their Senfes again. - 

For the Service therefore of our Adverfaries and 
Friends, I thall briefly Examine this Point, by thew- 
ing what are-the Cautes and Symptoms of a People’s 

adnefs, and how it differs from their natural 
and Inclination. > 
_ It is Machiavel's Obfervation, thatthe People when 
left to their own Judgment, do feldom miftake their 
true Interefts; and indeed love the 
Conftitution they are born , never defiring to 
change but under great Oppreffions. However, they 
aie to be. deceiv’d by feveral Means. It has often 
happen'd in Greece, and fometimes in Rome, that chofe 
' wery Men who have ee pr ed to thake off a former

gnominious Slavery. all great es have

Enemies to the Publick. The of new 


Myfteries and new Deities, with the Pretences of 
furthes Purity in Religion, hath likewile been: a fre- 
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quent Topigk to miflead the People. And, not to 
mention more, the promoting falfe Reports of Dan- 
pers sae abroad, yok often ferv'd . prevent them 
rom fencing againft Dangers at home. thele 
and the hike Ares, in‘ Conjunction with a great a- 
i anners, Adminiftra- 
tion, the Madnefs of rhe P. bath rifen co fuch a 
ae as to break in pieces the whole Frame of the 
inftituted Governments. But however, fuch great 
Frenzies being artificially rais'd, are a perfect Force 
and Conftraint upon Homan Nature, and under a 
wife ng Neg will certainly decline of them- 
felves, fertling like the Sea after a Storm, and then 
the true Bent and Genius of the People will appear. 
Ancient and Modern Story are full of Inftances to 
illoftrare what I fay. In our own Ifland we hada 
great Example of a long Madnef$ in the People, kepr 
up by a thoufand Arrifices like intoxicating Medicines, 
till the Conftirution was deftroy'd 5 yet the malignity 
being {pent, and the Humoar exhaufted that ferv'd to 
foment its before the Ufurpers could fix upon a new 
Scheme, the People fuddenly recover’d, and peace. 
== ord the old Confticurion. 
what { have offer'd, ix will be eafieto decide, 
whether this late Change in the Difpofitions of the 
People were a new Madnefs, or a Recovery from an 
old One. Neither do I fee how it can be prov'd that 
fach a Change had in any Circumftance the leaft 
Symptoms of Madnefs, whether my Delcription of 
it be right or no. “Tis agreed, that the crueft way 
of judging the Difpoficions of the People in the Choice 
of their Reprefencarives, is by computing the County- 
Elections ; and in thefe, tis manifeft that five in fix 
are entirely for the prefent Meafures; aliho’ the 
Court was fo far from interpofing its Credir, that 
there was no Change in the Admiralty, not above 
one or two in the Lieutenancy, nor any other Me- 
thods us’d to influence Elections. The free unextost- 
ed Addreffes fent fome time before from every part 
of the Kingdom, plainly thew'd what fort of Bent the 
P had taken, and from what Motives. The 
of Members for this great City, carry'd con- 
trary to all Conjecture, againft the united Interelt of 
¢ two great Bodies, the Bank and Eaft-India- 
was another convincing Argument. Be- 
fides, the Whigs themlelves have always confeffed, 
that ‘the Bulk of Landed Men in England was gene- 
rally of Tories. So that this Change muft b: allow'd 
to be according to che natural Genius and Difpofiti- 
on of the People, whether it were juft and reafonable 
in it felf or nor. 

Notwithftanding all which, you hhall frequently 
hear the Partifans of the late Men ic Power, grave- 
ly and decifively pronounce, that the prefent Mi- 
niftry cannot poffibly ftand. Now, they who affirm 
this, if they believe themfeives, muft ground 
their Opinion, upon the spt of the laff be.ng fo 
far eftablith’d, and deeply rooted, that no Endeavours 
of honeft Men, will be able to reftore Things to 
their former Stare. Or elfe thefe Reafoners have been 
fo mifled by twenty Years Mifmanagement, that they 
have forgot our Conftitution, and talk as if our Mo- 
narchy and Revolution began together. But the Bo- 
dy of. the People is wifer, and by the Choice they 
bave made, thew they do underftand our Conftiruti- 
on,and would bring it back co the old Form ; which 
if the new Minifters take care to mainrain, they will 
and oughr to ftand, orberwife they may fail like their 
Predeceflors. Bar I think we may cafily fore‘ee rs

Corruption, is likely to do, when no Man fhall be 

: any Danger to lofe his Place by the Freedom of his 
oice. 

But, who ate thofe Advancers of this Opinion , 
that the prefent Miniftry cannot hold ? Ic muft be 
either fuch’as arc afraid to be call’d to an Accounr, 
in café it thould hold; or thofe who keep Offices, 
from which others, betcer Qualify'd, were remov'd ; 
and may reafonably apprehend to be rurn’d our, for 
worthier Men to come in their Places, fince perhaps 
it will be neceflary to make fome , thar the 
publick Bufinefs of the Nation may go oo: Or laft- 
ly, Stock-jobbers, who induftrionfly 4 fuch Re- 
— that Actions may fall, and their Friends buy to 

dvantage. 

Yer thefe Hopes, thus freely expreffed, asthey are 
more fincere, fo they are more fupportable, than 
when -7 appear under the Difguife and Presence of 
Fears. Some of thefe Gentlemen are employ’d to 
fhake their Heads in proper Companies; to doubt 
where all This will end ; to be in mighty Pain for the 
Nation ; to thew how impoffible it is, that the Pub- 
lick Credit can be fupported: To pray that all may. 
do well in whatever Hands ; but very much to doubt 
that the Pretender is at the bottom. I know not any 
thing fo nearly refembling this Behaviour, as What I 
have often feen among the Friends of a Sick Man, 
whofe Intereft it is that he thould dye: The Phyfici- 
ans proteft they fee no Danger ; the Symptoms are 
good, the Medicines anfwer Expectation; yet ftill 
they are not ro be Comforted ; They whilper, he ‘is 
a gone Man ; it is not poffible he thould ho'd our; 
he has perfect Death in bis Face; they never liked 
this Doctor: At laft the Patient recovers, ‘and their 
Joy is as falfe as their Grief. 

I believe there is no Man fo Sanguin, who did not 
apprebend fome ill Confequences from the late Change, 
though not in any Proportion to the good Ones: 
But 1 is manifeft, che former have prov’d much few- 
er and lighter than were expected, either at Home 
or Abroad, by the Fears of our Friends, orthe Ho 
of our Enemies. Thofe Remedies that ftir the tin. 
mours in a Difeafed Body, are at‘firft more painful 
than the Malady it felf; yet certain Death is the Con- 
fequence of deferring them too long. Actions have 
fallen, and the Loans are faid to come in flowly. 
But befide, that fomething of this muft have been,

- that the furprize of every Change, for the better as 


well as the worfe, is apt 10 affect Crédit for a while ; 
there is a further Reafon, which is plain and fcan- 
dalous. When the late Parry was at the Helm,
